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WHAT DOES GOD REQUIRE? 


It is surprising how few people, when considering 
the claims of the Church, take into account her super- 
natural character. If they did take this into account, 


uch questions as these would not ba so often pro-

s to? Is not one church as good as another? Are 
the chances for Heaven not as good for a man who be- 
longs to no church as for the man who is a practical 
church member? 


Heaven is a supernatural reward, which could 
never be attained by any one through purely natural 
means. God, Himself, therefore, was obligated to fur- 
nish means of themselves conducive to this super- 
natural end. Besides revealing a religion in a super- 
natural way, He actually founded a supernatural 
society, and endowed it with divine helps, by the assis- 
tance of which supernatural glory may be attained. 
He instituted a sacred rite by which the soul of man is 
raised to a supernatural dignity; and since one can 
fall from this state by the commission of grievous sin, 
He als® instituted another sacrament for the restora- 
tion of the fallen soul to a supernatural condition. 


Considered in this light—and it can be considered 
only in this light—the Church, which Christ actually 
established, is needed by man for the salvation of his 
soul; and as a corollary, no institution of man, no mat- 
ter, how excellent it might be in its origin, and in its 
teachings and principles, can lead to a supernatural 
end. Means must always be commensurate with the 
end; if the latter be supernatural the former must also 
be; if the latter belong to God alone to give, then no 
man can offer it on any terms. Everything revolves 
around a question of fact. If God actually established 
a definite Church, if He stipulated definite conditions 
for the attainment of supernatural glory, which He 
alone can give, then the latter can be secured only by 
compliance with His requirements. What I think, or 
what you think, is not to the point. The sole question 
to be settled is: What does God require?

Companionship itself with Catholic men and Women, fired with the 
same ideals that animate us, is no slight gain. The friendships here formed 
may not seldom prove useful even in future years. We are stimulated by 
beholding what others have done and are doing and the feeling of dis 
couragément which is likely to attend our efforts when they fall to meet 
with due appreciation and support is more readily overcome. 

To the Catholic worker indeed nothing ts so dishé@artening as the lack 
of response on the part of his fellow Catholics. A spiritual tonic is needed 
to strengthen him, and it should be the object of our conventions to supply 
this in bountiful measure. It is necessary that spiritual motives should 
ever be kept foremost in our view and that the héart of the crusader, eager 
to do battle for Christ, should be made to beat high in the breast of all 
during these days of study and discussion solemnly opened with the Holy 
Sacrifice and prayer to bring God's blessing down upon them. 

The work of Catholic societiés must be liffed out of the selfish and 
purely utilitarian grooves into which they may have run and made efficient 
likewise for the promotion of God's Kingdom upon earth. Conventions 
offer a wide field of apostolate for the true Catholic idealists. Men of 
strong faith and clear vision can here point to the heights of nobler sacri- 
fice and promote more genuine devotion to the great interests of the un- 
versal Church. ’ 

All honor to the leaders of Catholic thought and action who with sure 
and fearless hand seize these occasions to hafnéss more firmly to the 
brilliant star of God's greater glory the societies of which they are 
members. 

Clearly, Catholic conventions offer incalculable advantages and splen- 
did opportunities for good. But the objection which is still most frequently 
urged against them is that their resolutions too often remain ineffective. 
They are passed in the glow of enthusiasm, we ure told, and then con- 
signed to paper, and perhaps little more is ever heard of them until they 
are reviewed in the succeeding year. 

Granting that there is much truth in this objection and that Catholic 
organizations can fruitfully examine their conscience upon this point with 
the purpose of a sincere amendment, yet it is Hkewise true that this same 
objection is often overstated. There is another view to be taken. While 
not a few convention resolutions have little or no practical effect, others 
may be the source of great understandings. 

Resolutions, in brief, are like seeds scattered with a lavish hand. 
Many may be found to have fallen by the wayside or to have been suffo- 
cated in a tangle of weeds that have been allowed to grow up about them, 
yet some at least are likely to fall upon goed ground and to mature under 
favorable circumstances, Who knows whether they may not yield the 
hundredfold! Without such sowing, be it remembered, there could not 
even be the hope of a harvest. 

The resolutions formulated in the fervor of our conventions have often 
been very ineffective. What if we grant this to be only too true? Does it 
excuse our own inactivity? 

It is easy to stay at home and find fault with others. The manly and 
Christian part is to bear our share in the burden of the day, to stand forth 
and bravely urge or support the resolutions which should be accepted, to 
battle thereafter fearlessly through the course of the year for their ful- 
fillment, as far as may lie in our power. The greater the number of active 
members, of the men and women of character, determination and high 
ideals who attend these conventions, the greater likewise is the probabflity 


that these resolutions will not be lifeless seed to perish without fruit.
